MEMCRANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUBJECT: Complatate of a Fermer Employes 


i, Ate bearing of the CIA Subcocnmalttee of Scmate Armed 
Services on $ August 1954, Senater Russell stated that he was the 
recipient of many criticiswe of the Agency and specifically he had 
recetvad within the past three menths complaints from a former 
employee of the Agency. 


2. The complaint appeared te be a leer or five page single 
apaced typewritten memorandem. Seth Senators Reascll and Saltenstall 
indicated that it was thetr duty to ingsire inte these things. Jonater 
Ruesell farther stated that the individual cancaracd had wanted a hearing 
wefore the Agency on Chess camplaiats. The Olrecter said he woeld be 
glad te do it at any time. Senator Eussell stated a0 did net know who the 
individual was and had net inquired although it wan indicated that he had 
worked fer the Agency for several years. 


3. Senator Russell thea procesded te discass thea charges on a 
poiat by poiat basis 2s follows: 


a. H was charged that project outlines in all other intelligence 
services were discussed with the agent eo he would kaow his mission. 
However, in CIA the cutlinee, if any were drawn, were extremely 
vagus and rarely, if ever, discussed with the agent. 


& Ht was charged that there was eceat or ae briefing for agents. 
They were required te read Handbook for Splas by Alexander Feate. 
they ware thes instracted to destrey thic after reading although the 
seook comes in a 25 cout paperback edition. The OCI indicated that 
he knew Foote and that bis book might weil be suggested reading. 
General Cabell pointed out that if an agent were to operate in a fereiga 
country it weeld sot be desirable to have a bovk about spices tu his 
pouseselon. 
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hese charged that only one oat of seven iustracters had ever 
yeen ia the fteid, 


d. A general charge concerning lack of language qualifications 


of CIA poreonnsl. Specifically lt was charged that the[ | 


could not speak the language and as 4 result 
twe ma ere were pulled. The SCi discussed our language 
sania paca ares referring te the fect that we had seat « copy 
of the program te Senater Salteastal] in recent months. 


«. There was a charge of laxity of inspection and that the 
inapector Gcaeral up te twe years age had ne jurisdiction over the 
matter of accounting for funds. 


{. The termination authority of the DCI was then discussed, 
charging that it was ased in an arbitrary fashion and that Uf review 
boards were constitated they performed in a perfunctory fashion. 


g There were charges of threats to employees if malfexsance 
withia the Agency were te be revealed. 


4. The Director in strong language stated that theac charges were 


false and, is Bis epinion, were malicious lies. The Director, as each 


poisi was releed, cocnmented on the effarts being made by the Ageacy in the 


various fields covered. The Directer etroagly tadicated that he would 
welceme a decussion with the individual concecracd, 
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Director of Security
